ary but was supposed to have

Keat 
ing, formerly assessor of incomes for 
Winnebago-co, was thought to be em 
ployed in Oshkosh assisting individuals 
with their income tax returns. 


According to information 
received 


at Neenah, Keating left his hotel about 
six weeks ago to take a walk along the 
river and it is believed he fell into 
the water that night and drowned. 


Mrs. Hans Lebeck, Oshkosh, crobs- 


ing the i-Iain-st bridge across the Fox 
river shortly before noon Friday, notic- 
ed what she thought was the body r>f 
a man floating on the water. Police 
were called and Keating's body was 
taken from the water at the foot of 
Court-st. 


The body was only si-ghtly decom- 


posed and identification was made by 
relatives in Oshkosh. 


Keating was elected city clerk 
in 


1902 
and served until 1013 and he also 


served as postmaster at Xeenah from 
1914 until 1919. 


"When Keating left Xeenah he was 


employed as night checker in the Soo 
Line railroad yards at Neenah. It was 
learned at Oshkosh that he had main- 
tained an office there, doing work for 
private individuals. 


Survivors arc his widow, two sons. 


John and James, Xeenah, and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Elizabeth Gcnsmore and 
Mrs. Mary Finch, Oshkosh.

Washington—C/P) —Martin Madden, 


veteran member of congress from, Il- 
linois, died suddenly Friday in his cap- 
itol office. 


Mr. Madden expired within

minutes after being stricken 
by an 


acute attack of heart trouble: 


He was in his office at the time the 


attack occured and breathed his last 
within a few minutes after Represen- 
tative Sirovich of New York, a physi- 
cian, reached his office. • 


Madden was successful in two fields 


of effort which do not ordinarily over- 
ap. 
.The representative was chairman of 
:he appropriation committee and this 
position was one of the most influen- 
tial members of the house. He was a 
staunch supporter of the Coolidge ad- 
ninistration and just recently took a 
eading part in trying to put over the 
desires of President Coolidge in con- 
nection with 
the 
Mississippi 
river 


flood control bill. 


Just as in politics he rose from an 


obscure seat on Chicago's city council 
to a place of leadership in Congress, 
so in his earlier years he had climbed 
from penniless English immigrant and 
waterboy in a stone quarry to head of 
a. large and prosperous business 
es- 


tablishment. 


For him, both as business man and 


public servant, the magic words were 
effort and economoy. Lessons that he 
learned in his earlier struggle for a 
living were applied religiously to public 
ficsal policies in the years he| served 
as head of the House committee on ap- 
propriations, which originates all the 
appropriations for the United States 
government. 


His reputation for sterling honesty 


and busienss sagacity meantime had 
won the attention of political leaders 
of the old Fourth Ward of Chicago, 
and he was sent to the/City Council as 
a Republican in 18S9.

Seftenberg asked "truly non-political 
endeavor" toward the budget 
plan,

"Such a plan could be effected with-

If a child 
labor law is enacted in one state but 
not in another tlate having 
com- 


petitive industries, the industries in 
the state having the law are penalized 
and are hampered in their getting 
business as against industries in the 
*tate where this law does not obtain. 
This, of course, applies to many other 
laws than that of child labor. 


S. The conservation of our national 


resources for the future welfare of 
the country is necessary. \Ve have 
passed from an agriculture to a manu- 
facturing nation and must therefore 
watch very closely the source and thc 
cost of our raw material. 


9. Agriculture and industry 
must 
prosper together. Xeither 
can per- 


manently prosper at the expense of 
the other. Industry needs an outlet for 
its products, and agriculture 
need?

He declared that the Denneny 
car came out from behind what he 
IJelieved to have been a southbound 
truck, so close to his car, approach- 
ing from the opposite direction, that 
lie turned to the left of the highway 
to avoid collision. He declared he then 
observed that it appeared Denneny 
was going to straighten dut his ma- 
chine. 
"I turned back to try to get 011 my 


side of the road," he said, declaring 
that the right front cornerj of the ma- 
chines met. He stated he was trav- 
eling at a rate of about 40 miles an 
hour and that he believed the Denneny 
machine was traveling in excess of 50 
miles an hour.

of the river. Its 


present sponsor is W. G. Price, Ya- 
Kima engineer who worked with Eads 
anc! who intends to offer the scheme 
to congress through the national flood 
comm-ys.on and the wa>s and meant 
committee.

the Mississippi, Price sajs, 
because 


most of the rainfall m the river basin 
occurs below points -where such aids 
could be placed. No levees are safe 
from breaking, in his opinion, and the

"The problem can be solved," Price 


explains, "only by causing the cur- 
rent to dig deeper so that the carry- 
ing capacity of the river will be suf- 
ficiently increased to render high lev- 
ees unnecessary. The only way the 
Mississippi can be forced to do that Is 
to prevent the caving of the banks 
by a revetment which the stream can- 
not move, sink or destroy. This task 
may take more years than most of u? 
have to live and should have been be- 
gun in 1883 when Eads, then presi- 
dent of the Mississippi nver commis- 
sion, wanted to build that type of re- 
vetment."

would consist of a series

dikes," Price asseith, "will cave in a 
nver bend, forming a scalloped shore 
but I have noticed that the amount of 
this caving is limited. The greater the 
distance between the dikes the larger 
and deeper the scallop, and the deep- 
er the scallop the farther the 
river 


has to travel This reduces the vel- 
ocity, so the stream will take a short 
cut from dike to dike and produce an 
addy in the scallop with insufficient

"The space between dikes may vary

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ONCE UPON A TIME 


Robert W. Stewart, chairman of the 


Standard Oil Company of Indiana, is 
again called before the Walsh investigat- 
ing- committee. He speaks this way: 


"In view of the fact that the testimony 


in the Sinclair conspiracy trial is over, I 
will be very glad to answer any ques- 
tions." 


He is certainly frank, even to the point 


of being blunt, or crude, whichever you 
like to call it. Stewart refused to.speak 
out until after his friend, Sinclair, was 
out of danger. Up to that time his lips 
presented a straight line of compressed 
silence. To this extent he puts himself 
above the government, greater than the 
power of its subpoena. This is a situation 
that can hardly be permitted to go un- 
challenged. 


But the Walsh investigating commit- 


tee is finding out more each day about 
that ghostly company known as the Con- 
tinental Trading Company of Canada. 
Mr. Stewart now admits that he was the 
mysterious fourth person who was to 
share in its millions of profits but the 
•why and the wherefore are still shrouded 
in dou'bt. When questioned as to. the rea- 
son 
why he received the delivery of 


$759,5QO.OO of the profits of this Canadian 
compariy Mr. Stewart said that the pres- 
ident of the company called on him and 
told him he was to receive a fourth share 
of the'profits. Certainly kind of the pres- 
ident and of the company. But, continued 
the witness, "I told him that I did not 
want any of the profits but he said it had 
been arranged that I should get them." 
And certainly modest of Mr. Stewart to 
try to'-'avoid the burden of receiving so 
much ;money. But the question occurs, 
why w'a's it arranged that the president of 
this Canadian company would pour into 
Mr. Stewart's lap this fortune? Of course, 
Mr. Stewart hasn't the least idea. The 
company was apparently an eleemosyna- 
ry institution just formed for the pur- 
pose of doing good and spreading hun- 
dreds Of thousands of dollars around and 
into the pockets of good looking men who 
hadn't5 the least idea what it was all 
about. 


But Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 


had been doing some gum-shoe work. He 
had been on the trail of this huge amount 
of bonds and had ascertained that no cou- 
pons had been cut from them since De- 
cember, 1923. 
Apparently the 
owner 


didn't want his interest. But, says Mr. 
Stewatt, "I did not cut the coupons in or- 
der to- avoid publicity, the newspapers 
were carrying a lot about this matter." 
He had waived the immediate collection 
of over $120,000.00 in interest, not of 
course' that there was anything wrong in 
the matter, but that he wished to avoid 
being in the public limelight.

The. public has conceived the idea that 


huge profits were diverted to the Conti- 
nental, Trading Company for the purpose 
of thereafter using them to influence and 
corrupt the government. This may not 
be the correct conclusion and sccmingly 
is not, else why should the company have 
immediately divided those 
profits 
into 


four equal parcels? The fact that Sinclair 
used his share to make "presents" to Sec- 
retary Fall is not necessarily an indica- 
tion that Mr. Stewart was aware of the 
purpose, yet it seems clear that there ex- 
isted a motive behind the formation of 
the Canadian company that has not yet 
been exposed, a motive that still keeps 
Blackmcr and O'Neil examining ancient 
ruins in Europe. If anyone is able to 
sense or discover that motive it is quite 
likely to be Senator Walsh. 


The contest against corruption in high 


places is not a battle but more like a war, 
a scries of battles, and the acquittal of 


Sinclair will not and must not stop the 
onward inarch against the forces of evil. 
Even if our people do not like to put their 
multi-millionaires 
in prison, shearing 


them of any gain or profit through these 
transactions, compelling them to lose the 
millions of improvements they put into 
the property and keeping them constantly 
blinking into the light of publicity, Avill 
not convince them that the game has 
been successful by any means.

THE MEASLES AT SCHOOL 


Measles is the mo.st damning evidence against th 


reactionary public health practice that recognizes 
noninfectious illness under the name of the "com 
mon cold." 


In the first three days of illness, in measles, th 


victim too often purports to have "a common cold, 
and in some schools the health and education boarc 
countenance "the common cold," or worse yet, leav 
the question of isolation of the individual to the dis 
cretion of the principal. If the principal happen 
to cherish fiue old fashioned ideas, the ailing on 
may be kept right in school. This happened in a 
instance I observed. There was more or less mcasle 
epidemic, and a youngster came to school with a 
alleged "cold." Something about the redne.s.s of th 
child's eyes aroused tho teacher's suspicions. Th 
teacher could only send the child to the principa 
for decision. The principal sent the child back t 
.plass with a gentle rebuke to the teacher for sus 
pecting measles. However, two days later t!,e chil 
was down with measles, and within 10 days a doze 
other pupils in the same class room were comin 
down with measles. That's how measles is cultivate 
in schools. If the local health authorities had no 
acquiesced in the idea that alleged "colds" are non 
communicable, the principal could have had no ex 
cuse for permitting the child to remain in school t 
spread the disease, precisely as though this wer 
the year 1620. Should any of the children who wer 
thus wrongfully infected with measles develop pneti 
mon la or tuberculosis and fail to get well, woul 
not the child's parents have a just cause for actio 
against the principal of the school and against th 
health authorities of the town for permitting sue 
a ruthless thing to happen? I just wonder whethe 
the principal or the health officer could, if sum 
moned, prove that there is such an entity as "th 
common cold," infectious or noninfectious. If the> 
couldn't prove it—and I believe they couldn't—then 
how could they justify the crime by pleading tha 
they thought the first case was "just a cold?" 


Physicians have long: known that in many eases 


t is possible to recognize or positively diagnose 
measles 21 to 48 hours before thc^rash appears, by 
finding- Koplik's spots, characteristic little red spott, 
on the lining of the checks and lips, each spot hav- 
ng a bluish white center. OC course teachers or 
nurses arc not capable or recognizing such signs, 
Hit in any case of coryza or alleged "cold in the 
icad" or running nose of acute "catarrh" or acute 
•hinitis, especially when there is also some cough 
and 
some 
conjunctivitis 
(the three C's—coryza. 


cough, conjunctivitis), measles should be suspected. 
The conjunctivitis is manifest in redness of the 


The incubation period in measles is usually about 
0 days—the time elapsing from the moment of in- 
ection until the victim begins to be ill. The first 
ign of illness is usually-fever, to be detected only 
iy thermometry; 
then after 12 hours, red eyes, 


:ough, Koplik's spots, and after three days of ill- 
ness the rash. 


Measles is most contagious in the period of inva- 


ion, 
the three days of illness before the rash ap- 


pears. For this fact the reactionary health authori- 
ies and the backwoods school principals apparently 
do not care a damn. 
They've always culitvated 


measles and other respiratory infections in school, 
\nd they're always going to.

meaning beyond the highly amusing 
narrative. But it may well be that it 
has the same significance that we to- 
day attach 
to the 
old "Morality 
5lays" that antedated Shakespere by 
:everal hundreds of years. There is 
n fact a striking similarity of mood 
xnd treatment between the two. If the 
tories in "Or Man Adam" are au- 
hentic, that is, if they arc 
faithful 


ranscripts of how the most ignorant 
ogroes in the south "get" the famil- 
ar Bible stories and how they tell 
hem again, then the book is a docu- 
nent that has great literary import- 
ance. 


The oldtlme "Morality Plays" did 


:xactly the same thing. In that day in 
England almost no one could read or 
vrite. The Bible stories came to the 
masses by word of mouth. It was in- 
vitable they should be all mixed up 
ind often grotesquely topsy-turphy. 
'he drama instinct of the people caus- 
d them to stage those Bible stories 
it their public festivals, and there we

Anyone 
reading

'lays" today in their quaint English 
4 often shocked by the way the Bible 
larraUves were treated. God is a ben- 
volont man, the devil a clown with a 
Mtchfork who stands at the mouth of 
ioll pitching souls into the fire. Mos- 
s and Job and David and all the oth- 
rs arc made in the image of the Eng- 
isli of that day, talking ni the dialect 
if the day and expressing the ideas 
>f the times. 


The conditions that gave rise to the 
tories in "Or Man Adam" are al- 
most identical except of cuorse that 
he talcs are told by negroes, not by 
he Englishmen of the middle ages. 
These negroes can neither read nor 
vrite. The Bible narratives come to 
hem by word of mouth. Inevitably 
lie narrators get all mixed up and 
Iso inevitably they reduce the uni- 
erse to the township in which they 
pend their whole lives. Like the old 
Englishmen, these negroes take 
the 


"•iblo stories very seriously, that 
is 


cry literally, because in both cases 
liey arc treated with a rough and 
eady humor that frequently shocks 
lie reverend reader. 
In those stories God is not at all 


the Jehovah of the Bible but a beno- 
velent southern gentleman with a lit- 
tle goatee. The devil is not exactly a 
clown, as he often was in the old 
"Morality Plays," but neither is he 
the wicked one so familiar in the writ- 
ten Bible records. He is rather mis- 
chievous — probably because the ne- 
gro finds it hard to understand the 
devil of the Bible because he is too 
happy-go-lucky himself. He 
makes 


these two characters over in his own 
image. 


And he does the same thing with 


all the Bible characters. They are 
startlingly real to him — much more 
real than they probbaly are to mil- 
lions who have read the stories in 
the Bible all their lives. But they did 
not live in far-off Palestine; they liv- 
ed right their in their own township. 
Moses and Job and David and 
the 


o_thers go to fish-fries. -They get mix- 
ed up in county court tangles. They 
talk familiarily about cotton picking. 


The book is startling and amusing 


and possibly important. This latter, 
as I said, depends on -whether the 
stories are authentic, literal trans- 
cripts of negro Bbile stories. It is 
startling because it treats the fam- 
iliar Bible stories in a way that makes 
even the most liberal 
reader gasp 


sometimes. It is amusing providing 
the reader has Imagination enough to 
recreate 
the 
circumstances 
under 


which the stories are told. Thir seem- 
ing lack of the reverent attitude may 
spoil them for many. But if they can 
be approached in the spirit in which 
we approach the "Morality Plays," as 
valuable human documents, they are 
both amusing and instructive.

Investigators In a medical research 


institute In Aberdeen have now car- 
ried out a series of experiments to 
find out what happens to the iodine in 
milk when the food is boiled before 
serving. 


It was found that heat would cause 


20 per cent or more of all tho iodine 
in milk to pass into the air by volatil- 
ization. This, of course, represent!! a 
fairly serious loss to the child that 
takes tho milk. 


While these considerations are of 


great importance so ff«r as the*' re- 
lati to the feeding of the infant, they 
are not, of course, fundamental in re- 
lationship to the taking of milk by 
adults. 


The grown up person 
does

depend on any single food substance 
in his diet. He is likely to supplement 
rnilk or any other food that ho may 
take by a wider variety ot meats, ce- 
reals and vegetables.

It has. no 
always been done, however, and of 
ten when local labor was employed 
it was on a scale of wage far below 
what might be termed a living wage 
It is natural that a contractor should 
seek labor 
at the lowest 
possibl 


wage. It is much easier to procure 
a cheap grade of labor In the larger 
cities where there are great commu 
nities of immigrants and the scale o 
living is far below that of Appleton's 
working classes. It is a known fac 
that some 
contractors in the past 


working upon oui 
public projects 


have paid their common labor a wage 
as low as thirty and thirty-five cents 
an hour. 
Even the most credulous 


person wouldr agree that no man can 
support and educate a family on such 
an income. It hardly affords a bare 
existence. It may be argued that thp 
specifying of a minimum wage, sucl 
as fifty cents an hour, would afforc 
an opportunity to an unconscionable 
contractor to make his bid for the 
•work much 
higher and 
attempt to 


justify it by the compulsory wage re 
quirement. 
Keen competition exists 


and should protect against such a 
contingency. In the event, however 
that it does not do so, there is noth- 
ing in the law to prevent the City 
from doing its own work, hiring Its 
own men and buying its own mate 
rials. 
The profit of the contractor 


would be thus 
eliminated and the 


benefit would, enure to the common 
laborer. 


Our City government is established 


primarily to promote the general wel 
fare of all the people in the communi- 
ty. Those citizens who are in more 
fortunate financial circumstances are 
usually able to take care of them- 
selves and it remains for the govern 
ment to lend its protecting hand to 
the balance. 
Every resident should 


be proud of Appleton. It is not only 
a beautiful City physically, but the 
scale, of living is higher here

more favorable than in any City in

scale cannot be

Washington—So far as history re- 


cords, the only man who ever bawled 
out the U. S. Senate to its face is 
Vice President Charles G. Dawes. 


Dawes did it on Inauguration Da>, 


March 4, 1925, when he and President 
Coolidge rode in together on the crest 
o? the Republican landslide. T'ae out- 
burst was an unexpected as a cloud- 
burst out of a clear sky in the middle 
.of the Sahara desert. 


The senators and congressmen were 


there in their long-tailed coats. The 
justices of the supreme court were 
there in their flowing black robes. 
The foreign diplomats were there in 
brilliant full-dress 
uniforms, 
heavy 


with gold lace and braid. The cabinet 
members-were there, the chiefs of the 
army, navy and marine corps were 
there and so was President Coolidge. 
who had just taken his own oath out- 
side. 


Everybody was waiting to hear the 


formal speech of acceptance by a new 
vice, president, soon to be submerged 
in the four years 
of obscurity 
for 


which this office had been famous. 
. Dawes began. Quickly he turned to 
scathing condemnation of the Senate 
rules. Eyes widened as Dawes gain- 
ed speed, practically calling the senat- 
ors a bunch of old fossils for operat- 
ing under antiquated procedure. Sen- 
'at->r Jim Reed, 
Missouri, snickered 


and then doubled up in convulsions of 
silent laughter. Dawes became hotter 
and hotter, louder and louder. Coo- 
lidge looked uncomfortable; the gold- 
laced diplomats looked at the green 
carpet on the floor. 


For several hours after it was over, 


indignant senators were busy issuing 
statements in reply. Jim Reed, when 
Lasked 'what he thought, quoted the 
old proverb, "It is a waste of lather to 


• shave an. ass." Other 
senators said 
things equally unkind. 
. But Dawes, coolly calculating from 
'the first, had won. Newspaper head- 
lines from coast to coast screamed 
with the vice president's ' attack on 
the Senate. 
That little known and 


less understood subject of Senate clo- 
ture became a national topic. People 
began to discuss it as they would the 
weather or their favorite murder tri- 
•al. 


And so, when Dawes 
later made 


.speeches urging revision of the anti- 
quated Senate rules and curbing of 
unlimited debate in the interest of 
legislative efficiency, 
he faced inter- 


ested and informed audiences. Noth- 
ing has. yet 
been 
done about it—a. | 


senator may speak until doomsday, if 
.his voice holds out—but at the result 
.of Dawes 
"super-salemanship" 
the 


ffcbuntry now'understands. • 


Dawes entered into the prosaic ob- 


scurity of a vice 
president, his solo 


.duty being to preside over the Senate. 
•Custom does not permit the presiding 
'officer to mako a. speech, nor does it 
allow him to cast a vote except in 
event of a tie. 


A short time later the president's 


nomination of Charles Beecher War- 
ren as attorney general came up for 
Senate confirmation. 
The nomination 


was bitterly contested and the vote 
was a tie. 


"Where was Dawes? A senator was 


acting as presiding officer and 
the 


vice president was missing. His vote 
was needed to break the deadlock. 


After frantic 
search 
Dawes 
was 


found at his home—peacefully taking 
an afternoon nap. He sped to the cap- 
Jtol in a taxi but arrived too late. An- 
other vote had been taken and "War- 
ren's hopes of being the n'.torney gen- 
eral of the United States had died for- 
ever. 


By one Stroke Dawes strengthened

Washington—C/R—It is not the sud 


<Jen, terrifying, spectacular explosion 
•which kills most of the miners who 
Jose their lives in accidents, but the 
more prosaic falling of parts of the 
roof of the underground passages in 
Which they work. 


The latest complete compilation o! 


mine fatalities In the United States 
discloses that out of 2,605 deaths In 
1925, more than 1,200 were caused by 
roof falls. With this situation clear- 
ly pointing to the mine roof as the 
greatest single safety problem in the 
Industry, the bureau of mines is con- 
ducting a special investigation under 
a specific appropriation from congress 
in an attempt to reduce'the hazard. 


The investigation includes a study 


of methods of mining as they affect 
roof action, methods of roof support, 
methods of testing, the soundness of 
the roof, and state laws and local 
regulations as they affect the exercise 
of precautions. 


The work was begun in the coal 


mines of TVest Virginia, with the co. 
operation of the state department of 
mines. After one year of this coop- 
erative effort, it was found that the 
number of fatalities froi 
roof falls 


had been largely reduced in compari- 
son with previous years- while the pro- 
duction of coal had been materially 
Increased.

Croydon, England— UP) — Eagles, 


startled by invasion of their aerial pre- 
cincts, have become a menace to fly- 
ers in Europe. 


Bird societies of the British 
Isles 


and associations of airmen alike have 
set out to collect information which it 
is hoped wil help aviators to protect 
themselves from danger of attack by 
the birds. 


Some of the adventures of aviators 


with eagles have been harrowing in 
the extreme, even to the point of fa- 
tality. The eagls seems to have no 
fear of an airplane much bigger than 
itself. 


A British aviator was flying high 


over a chain of hills in misty weather 
when he saw a great bird 
dashing 


straight at his plane. Without slack- 
ening speed the eagle dove for 
the 


plane and collided with the propeller, 
breaking it to pieces. The eagle wns 
killed, but the airman was in great 
difficulties in having to make a forced 
landing in awkward country. 


Another British pilot encountered a 


huge eagle over a mountainrange. The 
eagle flew around the plane in circles, 
growing ever less in diameter, evident- 
ly trying to .pick out the most vulner- 
able part of the plane for an attack. 
The pilot moved his head, and 
this 


caught the eye of the eagle, who pre- 
pared for the swoop. The pilot remem- 
bered a pistol in the locker near his 
seat. He drew it and fired. He did 
not hit the eagle, but he frightened it, 
and the bg bird flew away.
